The-year 1906 has been a: eventful year in 
Egypt in many ways, bat it will also: serve to 


» mark the disappearance of one of the few early 


Christian relics the Country possesses. From 


lime immemorial visitors, some impelled: by 
curiosity, the majority by piaus veneration, 
have made a point of trudging out to Matdrieb 
+a village-about five miles beyond Cairo on 
tho north-east side—in order to have a look at’ 
the "Virgin's Tree,” a sycamore tree, under 
which the Virgin Mary is suid to have rested 
daring her‘ flight into Egypt. Now, : the 
“Virgin's Tree "is no more; for some unac- 
countable reason it fell on July 14. 

The curious part about the veneration in 
which the tree,haa been held, is that it is not 
the original tee which afforded a shelter to 
our Lord, for {t is.well known that it was plant. 
ed towards the end of the seventeenth, century, 
Tradition says that it sprang fom the seed of 
the original sycamore, and the course of years 
has caused this fact to pase inte oblivion and 
replaced it by the story that tt ia the original 
‘tree. " 

Matarioh is well known for its balsam trees, 
the Sast one of which wa: planted in Ey ypt 

bout inning of the sixteenth century, 
‘According’to Wansleben, the last one died in 
1615, and they ware watered from the well in 
avhich Mary washed the clothes of ane Lord. 
The oll which came from these trees was great- 
fy. in requisition by the Christians of the 
mediseval days and it was considered an
